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America has by far the best news coverage in the world. Our press and radio, however, must concentrate on high-speed dispatches, often omitting the great spiritual factors which motivate the 


news. And 


unfortunately much reporting is under the pressures of narrcw provincialism and our traditional prejudices. Thus rolitical fanaticism and self-defeating military extremism frequently 


threaten to displace sound democratic practice and a rational defense system. Between The Lines seeks to provide greater insight by presenting selected reports, research analyses, and forecasts 
drawn from the most authoritative sources. This effort is dedicated to the belief that only through the Judaic-Christian concepts of truth can we avcid the violent changes inherent in war and in 
communism and thus move forward out of the tribalism of man towards the brotherhood of the Kingdcm of God. Anything less will be dangerously inadequate in the nuclear age. 





“What Can I Do?” 


Are there no families of other 
races in your community? And so 
do your children lack the opportu- 
nity to meet many different kinds 
of people? If so, they are missing 
an important experience. 

In Valparaiso, Ind., there are no 
minority races except for a certain 
number of students in the Univer- 
sity’s program. But when the An- 
nual Human Relations Institute was 
held there, the local Lutheran 
Church invited to their Sunday 
School the children of those parents 
who were in town for this occasion. 
Without long dissertations on broth- 
erhood, this experience proved to 
be an eloquent lesson. 

As a result, a Rural Summer Va- 
cation Placement Program (RSVP) 
was organized to arrange for fami- 
lies in rural areas to invite Negro 
children — or children of other mi- 
nority groups—to visit them on 
their farms for a few days. The 
children are chosen carefully as to 
health, adjustment, etc., and they 
have a fine time. And the host fami- 
lies report a valuable widening of 
outlook as they make a beginning 
in understanding some of the atti- 
tudes, misgivings and problems of 
children who live with prejudice.

How It Was Done 


America marvelled at the peace- 
ful way Atlanta carried out the first 
steps of integration in the public 
schools of that city. 

One of the most interesting and 
significant behind-the-scenes reasons 
for this encouraging event was the 
work of Atlanta’s police chief, 
Herbert Jenkins. Ralph McGill, 
editor of the Atlanta Constitution, 
wrote a column about how Chief 
Jenkins prepared the police force 
for their task of supervising inte- 
gration peacefully and preventing 
the kind of violence that had 
brought shame and suffering to 
many other Southern cities. (The 
behavior of the police in some of 
these communities was a contribut- 
ing cause of the violence. The po- 
lice either did nothing or carried 
out maneuvers that allowed or even 
encouraged mob violence.) 


But Chief Jenkins asked his men 
to read the literature provided by 
the Government and by other re- 
sponsible agencies which told what 
really happened in Little Rock, New 
Orleans, Birmingham, Montgomery 
and elsewhere. They saw with em- 
barrassment the record of the cops 
in these areas. 

One Atlanta police officer com- 
mented, “But the Chief also gave 
us homework. We had to write 
themes. My boy sure kidded me. 
There I was at home, a cop, trying 
to write a theme on my evaluation 
of these situations in other cities 
where violence and lawlessness were 
permitted. Some of the boys on the 
force didn’t like it at first, but later 
they all took a sort of pride in their 
themes. The chief was saying to us, 
‘Look, study this, you are not dopes. 
Write what you think about it.’ As 
we did, we came to see what had 
happened in the other places. For 
myself, I found a kind of local 
pride in the way the colored kids 
behaved — well dressed, poised, 
moving with a lot of courage. Soon 
I found myself calling them Negroes 
instead of Niggers. We didn’t want 
anything to happen to them and 
kept our eyes on the riffraff who 
were there to cause trouble.” 


X-Ray and Forecast 


HE RESUMPTION OF NUCLEAR TESTS, with Red China soon 

to join in the experiments, means that the atomic arms race becomes 
dangerously accelerated. The West’s leading philosophers, scientists and 
historians are warning with increasing unanimity and urgency that a nuclear 
apocalypse will come unless the American mind is awakened to the utter 
futility of such destruction. This is a formidable task with so many voices 
in politics, industry and the press filling the air with fear and hate while ig- 
noring the facts of atomic war. Experts on the Soviet of scholarship rank 
nearly all agree that the fear of war in Russia is so great that the Soviet 
would be compelled to follow any lead in genuine disarmament. (Khrush- 
chev’s warlike utterances and news of the Soviet’s atomic tests are all kept 
from the Russian people.) The American mind will not be awakened ex- 
cept as the kind of people who read these words undertake the task. 


ARMS CONTROL Vs. DISARMAMENT 


ITH Congressional approval of the President’s request for a Dis- 
W armament Agency, the U.S. made its first high level approach to 
disarmament since the nuclear age began. Everything heretofore has been 
on a makeshift basis. Our Government’s participation in international 
disarmament negotiations on these issues has been greatly hampered by 
inadequate staff work and last minute improvisations. On occasions our 
delegations have made proposals that were later withdrawn under pres- 
sure from the Pentagon just as the Soviet moved to accept them! It was 
this sort of tactics that wrecked the efforts of Eisenhower’s disarmament 
commission under Harold Stassen. 


THE SOVIET HAS MANAGED TO APPEAR, for many years, 
as the prime mover of dramatic plans for world disarmament. The estab- 
lishment of the new agency as a major arm of the U.S. Government will 
push the U.S. at least a little to the fore in the cause of disarmament and 
peace in the eyes of the world. It has been announced that studies will be 
made of steps to disarmament that can meet the maximum security of 
each participating nation and determine how the tasks for inspection may 
be set up and expanded. 

WE REGRET TO REPORT that this agency will put most of 
the emphasis on arms control, in fact it may even be called the U.S. Arms 
Control Agency — for that is in reality the only phase of the general dis- 
armament theme the Pentagon chiefs will seriously consider. The disap- 
pointingly weak disarmament proposals presented by President Kennedy 
at the UN reflect the pressure of the Pentagon on the President’s thinking. 
Mr. Kennedy’s “disarmament” plan proposes gradual steps toward a re- 
duction of—atomic weaponry with inspection systems to match, with 
almost no factual suggestion as to how total disarmament may even be 
approached, to say nothing of achieved. This of course leaves the door 
wide open for the Russians again to campaign for total disarmament with 
international inspection when the disarming is complete —a campaign 
that is certain to win the approval of all the rest of the frightened world. 
Thus the Soviet continues to appear as the champion of disarmament 
and peace. 

WE DON’T BLAME THE PENTAGON for not trusting the 
Russians on this sweeping plan, but when we consider the ground that lies 
between the U.S. and the Soviet positions, the lack of imagination in 
Washington on this issue is appalling. President Eisenhower, in his fare- 
well address, warned of the threat to our freedom and security of “the 
vast military-industrial complex” that stands astraddle our government and 
economy. Apparently arms control is to be the American theme rather than 


disarmament, since arms control will keep the defense contracts rolling.

THE SCIENTISTS LEAD TO DISARMAMENT 


EHIND THE COLD WAR propaganda, the hot war talk and the 
B resumption of nuclear tests, the urge to peace still moves. Top Soviet 
and U.S. scientists have conducted discussions recently on how their re- 
spective countries might cooperate in weapons control and disarmament. 
Although the Conference was not publicized, the Soviet Union sent lead- 
ing atomic advisors to the Kremlin to join U.S. nuclear scientists in Ver- 
mont for several days of exploration and discussion. 


DISCUSSIONS ON DISARMAMENT began after the scientists 
had spent a week on the enlargement of a proposed master program for 
Soviet-American scientific collaboration in non-military fields which is 
being warmly received both in Washington and Moscow. Participants in 
the meeting said that, despite the obvious gap between Soviet and U.S. 
viewpoints, the scientists discussed the issues in an atmosphere of genuine 
desire to get to the root of the problem of fear, war and atomic threats. 
The scientists made special studies related to nuclear test bans, the possi- 
bilities of disengagement — and the withdrawal of all military personnel 
and weapons from given areas between the Iron Curtain and the West. 
These studies will provide a background of factual data for the coming 
disarmament discussions in the UN and between U.S. and Soviet repre- 
sentatives as they hold special sessions to level down, wherever possible, 
the barriers to Soviet-U.S. agreement. 


THE CONGO-UN STORY 


OMPLEX AND SINISTER TIES bind together the civil strife in 

the Congo, so closely related to the life of the other African states; 
the death of Dag Hammarskjold; the survival of the United Nations 
itself. Because of these complexities and the pressure on the news from 
powerful economic forces in this country and abroad, the American 
public is grossly underinformed and misinformed on these far-reaching 
developments. 


THE UN COULD FAIL AND DIE. The dark angers that fill 
Africa (angers echoed in Asia, the Mideast and Latin America) could 
explode and ignite the world’s atomic arsenals. It would probably be a 
hundred years before men learned why much of the globe suddenly 
became charred and poisoned. If more people could know why now — 
these destructive forces could be curbed, the burgeoning new life of 
Africa and the other continents guided and the United Nations — and 
the peace it lives to sustain — saved. 


THE TRUTH ABOUT THE CONGO is not being published — 
except for a few notable exceptions — because banks in London, Brussels 
and New York have large investments in the rich province of Katanga 
which they want to hold fast. By keeping Katanga independent and sepa- 
rate from the Congo Central Government of Leopoldville, the foreign 
investors hope to retain control of Katanga’s extraordinary mineral wealth 
although the Congo Central Government needs Katanga’s resources if 
it is to have a balanced economy. (It is as if General Motors, America’s 
largest corporation, were trying to keep the state of Michigan out of the 
U.S.A. so Washington couldn’t collect taxes or regulate General Motors.) 
And the same banks, along with those in Paris and Lisbon, are associated 
with similar enterprises in Algeria, Angola, Rhodesia, South Africa and 
elsewhere. 


BRITISH BANKS own about 15 per cent of the great Katanga 
mining company, the Union Miniere du Haut Katanga. (N. Y. Times, 
Sept. 21.) How much the Chase Manhattan Bank of New York (Rocke- 
feller) holds is not known, but David Rockefeller, head of Chase, has 
made extensive visits to the Congo in recent months, accompanied by 
the heads of the African division of Chase Manhattan investments. It is 
known that prior to Congo independence, the Belgian mine owners tried 
to get Rockefeller to take over a majority interest in the Union Miniere 
— no doubt hoping to get U.S. support behind the Belgian position in the 
face of the Congo’s uncertain future. But Rockefeller did not respond as 
the Belgians had hoped. (See The Death of Africa by Peter Ritner; 
also the N.Y. Times, Feb. 8 and 11, ’59.) Yet no one can see the palatial 
Chase Manhattan Bank buildings in strategic African cities and not know 
that U.S. banking is heavily involved in these areas. (Actually, the need 
for foreign capital, or capital of any kind, is very great in Africa. Billions 
more need to be invested. But the question involved here is, will foreign 
capital be used to promote progress, to help the people realize their desire 
for freedom and a more abundant life or will it be used to frustrate and 
hinder, as has been the case in the Congo?)

Dr. Toynbee Looks At Our Economic Values 


Advertising and business circles are stirred up over the provocative 
analysis of U.S. advertising by the British historian, Arnold J. Toynbee. 
In a recent address before business leaders, Toynbee challenged U.S. eco- 
nomic values and business methods, charging the advertising profession 
with “seeking the artificial and wasteful stimulation of consumer wants 
without any regard for the moral and spiritual or even the aesthetic values.” 





Dr. Toynbee startled the execu- 
tives by further declaring that “The 
destiny of our Western civilization 
turns on this issue of our struggle 
with business and advertising meth- 
ods more than it turns on the issue 
of our struggle with communism 
.--A nation that depends for its 
survival on the artificial stimulation 
of material wants seems unlikely to 
survive very long” against the ruth- 
less, realistic, economic drive the 
Soviet is preparing. 

“Producing and disposing of the 
maximum quantity of goods was not 
the purpose of the American Revo- 
lution,” continued Dr. Toynbee, 
whose theme was The Continuing 
Effect of the American Revolution. 
He recalled that the American rev- 
olution was motivated by ideals and 
concepts of freedom, and not by 
dreams of getting rich, fat and in- 
dulgent. When an economy is har- 
nessed to pampering abnormal ap- 
petites for unneeded goods, delib- 
erately creating obsolescence that 
piles our junkyards higher and 
higher, we are not only undermin- 
ing the structure of our society to- 
day, but we are weakening its struc- 


ture for the future, maintains the 
noted historian. 

Dr. Toynbee warns of the day 
when the realism of the Soviet sys- 
tem and the economic life of the 
people, disciplined and devoted to 
political achievements, will far sur- 
pass us in rendering aid to depressed 
areas. The American people will be 
unable and ill-fitted to meet the 
challenge, for our economy and our 
resources will have been drained of 
the prerequisites needed for this 
hour. 

A similar theme has been ex- 
pressed in the book The Waste 
Makers by Vance Packard (McKee). 
Packard charges that high pressure 
advertising and the cultivation of 
needs that do not really exist has 
brought many millions of American 
families to the edge of bankruptcy. 
Encouraging an entire nation to go 
into debt through excessive install- 
ment buying has resulted in a situa- 
tion revealed by insurance company 
surveys — that the average Ameri- 
can family lives only about three 
months away from bankruptcy. This 
is the thin barrier we have against 
disaster after two decades of “un- 
paralleled prosperity.” 


Collective Bargaining By Farmers 


The decrease of the farm population in the last decade has robbed 
the farmer of his political power and economic leverage. Meanwhile the 
farmers are often the victims of price manipulation by the food corpora- 


tions and packing houses. 


A new movement to solve the 
farm problem by collective bargain- 
ing is now gaining momentum. This 
is a militant farm group, The Na- 
tional Farmers Organization, based 
in Corning, Iowa, which is stirring 
up a lot of interest throughout the 
Midwest. Oren Lee Staley, presi- 
dent of NFO, states, “The only way 
to get adequate prices is to bargain 
for them with the processors who 
buy livestock, grain and milk.” To 
back up the farmers’ demands 
would be the threat of a strike — 
holding crops off the market. 


The older and larger farm or- 
ganizations have concentrated on 
legislation, but this approach is no 
longer effective, say the leaders of 
NFO, for the farmers now have 
less than 10 per cent of the vote 
though they control 100 per cent 
of the food. NFO believes it will 
soon have the strength to force 
processors, such as meat packers, 
canners, millers, giant milling and 
food syndicates, to sign contracts 
guaranteeing members _ stabilized 
prices. Then the prices cannot be 


manipulated when the farmer has 
the stuff ready for market and is 
helpless because he has pressing 
debts and obligations that must be 
met. The NFO plans to exert pres- 
sure by holding back their products 
until supplies are dried up and the 
processors are willing to talk. 


NFO leaders promise that they 
will not use this weapon to punish 
the consumer, but they ask that the 
consumer organizations help to keep 
watch that the food processors do 
not penalize the public for any break 
the farmer gets. “The spread be- 
tween what the farmer gets and 
what the customer pays is now so 
great that the farmer can get his 
adequate pay and still leave plenty 
of profit for the food manufacturers 
without penalizing the consumer.”

FEW BRAVE VOICES have spoken out — explaining how foreign 

investments in the Congo have undermined the UN’s efforts to 
guide the Congolese to unity and independence. Marquis Childs wrote in 
the Washington Post (Sept. 21), “What Hammarskjold was undertaking 
in Katanga, to unify the Congo and drive out the white mercenaries and 
military adventurers without which the facade of Moise Tshombe’s so- 
called Katanga Government could never have been sustained, was op- 
posed by powerful financial interests in London, New York and Brussels. 


“The cause of the crash (of Hammarskjold’s plane) may never be 
known with any certainty but the dark suspicion will persist that the plane 
was brought down in one way or another by those who wanted to frus- 
trate the UN Secretary General’s difficult and perilous mission. The same 
powerful financial interests controlling Katanga minerals have been in- 
spiring fierce attacks during the past week on Hammarskjold and the 
United Nations forces. Apart from the loss of Hammerskjold as a ded- 
icated, tireless agent seeking against fearful odds to keep the peace and 
establish order in the trouble spots of the earth, what is so tragic is the 
look that his death will have in the eyes of the Asian-African nations. 
This will seem to be a repetition of the murder of Patrice Lumumba. 
Although they had done their best to destroy Hammarskjold and his use- 
fulness, the Soviet propaganda line will almost certainly be on this theme, 
— that the ‘imperialists’ have brought down the Secretary General be- 
cause he opposed their aims.” 


These are strong words: What the Russians have been unable to 
do in getting rid of the UN leadership which had blocked Soviet schemes 
in the Congo, the international banking interests have succeeded in doing 
for their own and different reasons. There will be angry denials; reams 
of explanatory data will be published to establish the view that the Ham- 
marskjold crash was purely accidental. And well it may have been. But, 
like the sinking of the battleship Maine in 1898 which precipitated the 
Spanish-American war, the pall of suspicion will not die because what 
happened coincided with what was sought for by influential Western 
forces operating behind the scenes. This in itself will poison relations be- 
tween East and West, whites and blacks, capitalist wealth and the poorer 
nations. 

THE ERRATIC LUMUMBA, who without question was the first 
legitimate Prime Minister of the first legally constituted Congo Central 
Government, also tried to unite all the provinces in the Central Govern- 
ment. When the powerful mining groups opposed him, he accepted Rus- 
sian aid which immediately branded him as a Communist in the Western 
press. Frustrated, emotionally unstable but talented, Lumumba battered 
himself against the Belgian, British and U.S. walls of financial influence 
that sought to keep the Congo divided. He was finally kidnapped and 
murdered by the forces that move in secrecy through the dense twilight 
of the Congo’s impenetrable jungles, the same forces that have sought 
to destroy the UN in the Congo, and which were, in the conviction of 
many, behind the mysterious plane crash that killed Hammarskjold. If 
money is available, you can buy anything in Africa. 


HE WAR AGAINST THE UN therefore is not only on the Com- 
munist front where the Russians are determined to weaken the UN’s 
executive power so that it cannot again block Soviet intrigue any place 
in the world as it has in the Congo. The most formidable international

Some German Paradoxes 


As we have frequently noted, the U. S. press remains largely silent 
about the rearming of West Germany and especially the appointment of 
former high-ranking Nazi military figures as chiefs of the U.S.-sponsored 
new West German armies and NATO military organizations. 


Few papers reported the protests 
by Sen. Wayne Morse in the Senate 
over the naming of Gen. Adolf 
Heusinger as commander of the 
NATO Permanent Military Plan- 
ning Committee. Heusinger was 
among the other Nazis on trial at 
the Nuremberg war crimes hear- 
ings. He was chief of operations on 
Hitler’s general staff and planned all 
the Nazi invasions. 


Said Sen. Morse, “I completely 
disagree with the Pentagon’s posi- 
tion that Heusinger cleared himself 
at the war crimes trial. Heusinger 
was one of the top Nazi command- 
ers who played a very important 
role in the formation of military 
policies and the executions. This is 
a gross wrong to thousands of 
American soldiers who lost their 
lives fighting against the Nazis.” 


The “Threat” of Unification: That 
the real problem of Germany is not 
being faced squarely today was the 
thesis of an NBC TV discussion 
(Aug. 27) among three experts on 
modern Germany — Wm. Shirer, 
Kay Boyle and Richard H. S. Cross- 
man (British newsman who served 
on Ejisenhower’s wartime staff in 
charge of psychological warfare 
against Germany). All agreed that 
they fear a strong Germany, hence 
they believe that German unifica- 
tion would present a terrible dan- 
ger to the world. These three au- 
thorities held that Nazism had been 
acceptable to the Germans because 
it was in the stream of German 
tradition and history. All three had 
lived in Germany during the 30’s 
and recalled that the persecution of 
the churches by the Nazis had 
caused scarcely a ripple among the 
German people. 


All spoke of the intelligent and 
“good” Germans whom they know 
personally, especially in the liberal 
press, but all emphasized that there 
are not enough of them, that the 
“good” German realizes even more 
than foreigners the great danger of 
the “bad” German and that this 
makes the “good” German almost 
anti-German today. 


The consensus of opinion was 
that the West must eventually rec- 
ognize the great abilities of the 
German people together with this 
element in their heritage and char- 
acter which allowed them to accept 
Hitler with almost no protest. It 
was pointed out that we forced 
democracy on the Germans twice 
— whereas they themselves evolved 
Nazism. And at this time the rest 
of Europe was also in the depths 
of the depression, yet no other 
country in the West came anywhere 


near the Nazi approach in solving 
their problems. 


Thus with the rearming of West 
Germany, comprising 75 per cent of 
the nation’s population and indus- 
trial power — there are sound rea- 
sons for the Russian fears of revived 
German militarism. 

In East Germany, Communist 
leaders are complaining, through 
official publications, of the wide- 
spread “juvenile delinquency” and 
“hooliganism” among youth in the 
country. The officials frankly state 
that these students and young work- 
ers are guilty chiefly of “hostile ac- 
tivities against the regime.” 

“Certain sections of young peo- 
ple often give way to rowdy be- 
havior, get into conflict with our 
way Of life and sometimes, poisoned 
by enemies, take up the road of 
crime.” Gangs of youthful trouble- 
makers have been arrested in Leip- 
zig, Dresden, East Berlin and other 
East German cities. In some cases 
reported, the youths, armed with 
clubs, knives and pistols, have bat- 
tled with police. 


Using the Ex-Reds 


In this country those who have 
once been Communists are harassed, 
often barred from employment and 
ostracized in general. (Except for 
a few “professional” ex-Commies 
who make careers of Red-baiting.) 


In India those who have been 
Communist party members are rec- 
ognized as useful citizens. They give 
lectures which contrast the good 
points about Marxism which make 
it spread — and the evil elements in 
communism which poison and des- 
troy all the good it does. 

A respected political group in 
India is the All India Assn. of For- 
mer Communists. Members pay 
yearly dues and are required to 
continue their studies of today’s 
Marxism — so they will keep up- 
to-date, understand the differences 
between the policies of Khrushchev, 
Stalin and Mao — and thus be able 
to intelligently undermine all the 
main tenets of the party. The chief 
task of AIAFC is to speed the 
erosion in Communist ranks by ex- 
plaining to present party members 
the deception and threat of Marx- 
ism to India’s peace and prosperity. 

In one area, after the AIAFC 
completed a community education 
project, over a fourth of the local 
party members turned in their cards. 
In other districts, the Assn. mem- 
bers have been even more successful 
in exposing the cruelties and deceit 
of the Red tyranny over the workers 
and peasants of Russia and China. 





Religion In Russia 


Russian publications have recently 
discussed the Kremlin’s concern 
about the increase in religious in- 
terests among the Russians — youth 
in particular. The Komsomol (Com- 
munist party youth organization) 
and other official bodies have re- 
newed the pressures against the 
trend among young people to join 
the congregations of the Baptists, 
Seventh Day Adventists, Jehovah’s 
Witnesses, Pentacostals and other 
religious sects. 


Komsomol Pravda calls for an 
intensification of atheistic teachings 
and complains that no longer are 
the crowds in the church services 
composed only of elderly persons. 
In the past these elderly attenders 
have been held up as proof of the 
freedom of worship in the Soviet 
Union — while the absence of youth 
was pointed out as proof that athe- 
ism appeals more to the young. 

Soviet officials now express con- 
cern that atheistic education in the 
schools is not effective, since reli- 
gion retains a stubborn foothold in 
Soviet life and is obviously growing. 
According to published estimates, 10 
to 15 per cent of the membership 
of the religious bodies now consist 
of young people, among them grad- 
uates of middle and_ technical 
schools. 


Soviet Piracy: Evidence of the 
lack of regard for legality and the 
usual standards of morality in the 
U.S.S.R. is revealed in the news 
that the Pulitzer Prize winning 
American play, Death of A Sales- 
man, has been reproduced in movie 
form in Russia without the permis- 
sion of the American author and 
producer — and without payment 
of royalties. 


The Soviet Union has refused to 
join the International Copyright 
Convention. In 1959 the Soviet Su- 
preme Court ruled that foreign 
writers were not entitled to royal- 
ties or other compensation for So- 
viet publications of their materials! 
This is the only country to so en- 
dorse international piracy of cul- 
tural properties. Many other books 
and plays have been reproduced in 
Russia without authorization or pay- 
ment to American authors. 


Health and the Adventists: The 
1,600,000 Seventh Day Adventists 
in the world live a very simple life, 
abstaining from tobacco, alcoholic 
beverages and coffee. As a result 
the Adventist menfolk suffer 40 per 
cent fewer diseases of the heart than 
the general public; their cholesterol 
level is 50 per cent lower than that 
of the average male! These findings 
were reported to the American Col- 
lege of Cardiology by a Professor 
of Medicine at the Adventist’s Med- 
ical School in California. 


Spelling Reform 


Language barriers often separate 
men and nations more seriously 
than race, nationality or religion. 
These barriers are heightened by 
the frustrating inconsistencies in 
many languages, including English. 

Certain British schools are now 
experimenting with the teaching of 
simplified spelling and a more re- 
alistic alphabet. Previously, some 
efforts have been made by Theo- 
dore Roosevelt, George Bernard 
Shaw and others to reform the 
English language. In fact, Shaw left 
money in his will for the establish- 
ment of a new and more useful 
alphabet. Other nations have ra- 
tionalized their alphabet, including 
Norway and Turkey. The Research 
Committee on Spelling Reform of 
Los Angeles, the Society for Pho- 
netic English Letters, of Oakland, 
Calif., and the Simpler Spelling 
Assn. of Lake Placid, New York, 
have secured the support of some 
Congressmen for further legislation 
that will promote spelling revisions. 
The House Education and Labor 
Committee is studying proposals 
that will ease the learning and use 
of our language —since English 
has become the most widely used 
and critically important language of 
today’s world.

financial groups in the world are also carrying on an underground drive 
to destroy the UN’s power so it will not hamper “the orderly transition” 
from white supremacy to statehood in underdeveloped areas, an “orderly 
transition” that leaves white bankers in control of these nations’ major 
resources. Walter Lippmann in his syndicated column of Sept. 21, in deal- 
ing cautiously with this subject and without naming names, said, “There 
is no doubt that in the administration of the new UN policy there have 
been mistakes, errors of judgment and failures of personnel. But let us 
keep in mind that the cause of the two-sided opposition to the UN action 
is not the mistakes, which are not irreparable. The cause of the opposition 
from East and West is a determination not to have the UN succeed in 
what it is attempting to do. For if the UN succeeds, there will not be a 
Communist government in the Congo. That is what Khrushchev hates 
about Hammarskjold and the Secretary General’s Office. And if the UN 
succeeds, there will not be a restoration of white supremacy in the Congo, 
and that is why money, propaganda and clandestine intervention are being 
employed to frustrate the UN.” 

THESE U.S. FINANCIAL INFLUENCES that seek to destroy 
the UN reach into every American community. Consider this network of 
economic power: The Chase Manhattan Bank of New York controls the 
Rockefeller oil combine (the various Standard companies, Sohio, Socony, 
Humble, Carter, etc.), and these multi-billion dollar organizations reach 
into every state and every city and thus into every newspaper office and 
onto every desk in Congress. And of course the wolf howl of death 
against the UN is heard loudest in those cities and communities where 
ultra conservative fanatics control the press and have for months been 
slanting all news against the UN and international cooperation. Under 
the guise of fighting communism they outdo the Communists in using 
deceit and distortion to kill the UN. Only an informed, articulate citizenry 
can check such dangerous neurotic influences which would destroy the 
only international organization extant that can replace jungle plotting 
with open cooperation; Communist machinations with orderly progress; 
atomic anarchy with law and justice. As Mr. Lippmann points out, the 
UN is full of faults and shortcomings — what a surprise it would be if 
it were not since it has been continually sabotaged by the great powers. 
Many reforms and alterations are needed in the UN’s structure — it 
must change and grow. But it must not die. 


U.S. ARMY PEACE CORPS! 


N EPOCHAL innovation is on foot in the U.S. Army which will 

create special all-purpose military units that can be sent to aid un- 
derdeveloped countries all over the world while carrying out the usual 
defense assignments. The plan constitutes a military counterpart to the 
Civilian Peace Corps — except with the Army’s vast resources and im- 
mense manpower it can greatly outrank the Peace Corps. This has been a 
secret project at the Pentagon. Although word of it leaked out in a pub- 
lished report during the summer, officials still refuse to discuss it at the 
time of this writing. Yet many details have now become known and Sec- 
retary of the Army P. J. Stahr, Jr., referred briefly to the plan in a re- 
cent address at the annual meeting of the Association of the Army in 
September. 

THE PLAN calls for “specially tailored” military units with men 
having skills in engineering, medicine, public health, transportation, com- 
munications, water treatments, road building and many other needs of 
impoverished or underdeveloped areas. These units would be organized 
in special divisions of the Army, one for the Caribbean, one for the Mid- 
dle East, one for the Far East. They will be referred to as “flag divisions.” 

IN PEACE TIME these units would work on major aid projects. 
The members of the military teams would do actual pick and shovel work, 
for example, as well as supervise native manual labor. While constructing 
U.S. Army installations, the local workers, in the meantime, would be 
taught how to handle tools and how to build their own projects or com- 
plete projects started for them. After a U.S. military base is established, 
activities would be carried out on a wider community scale. Secretary 
Stahr said, “We cannot supply warmed-over World War II concepts any 
longer — with or without atomic overtones. Even more important, we 
must plan so we can use our tools in the cold war as well as the hot war.” 

There is some opposition to the plan in military and political cir- 
cles, but those familiar with the incalculable waste of materials, talent 
and manpower, which is usually associated with U.S. military bases, will 
rejoice at the thought of this great transformation of the U.S. military 
image before the world. Are we beginning to beat our swords inio plow- 


shares?
